The shipment, it is saitl, represents the 
largest einK'e order ever filled in Vic- 
torift or, in tad, by any wholesale estab- 
lifihmojit in liritish Columbia, and con- 
signed to one plaoe. In bulk it more 
than doubles tliat sent to Alaska by 
Messrs. Lciser & Co. last year— when 
tlio Alaska Commercial Company 
extended their (Irst jialronane to 
Victoria, witb the liitrbly .uratifyiiifj;

SMALLl^'OX IN HAVANA. 

Malarial Fever Prevalent— Story of Maceo's 
Private Secretary, Who Has 
3ecn Arrested. 

H.\v.A>,A, May 11. — Smallpox has in- 
creased in Havana recently, and the 
authorities have been stirred to take 
action to isolate the jiatients to some 
extent. It i.s learned that the health of 
the soldiers massed along the Irocha is 
very Inul. The turning of ground across 
the island and the massing of men with- 
out sanitary arrangements result in in- 
lumierable cases of malarial fever. The 
insurgents say this is hardly a begin- 
ning. When the rain comes the ditches 
will become muddy streams, and the lit- 
tle forts along the edges will crumble' 
and fall, and fever will decrease the 
ranks.

METHODIST EDUCATION. 

Six Hundred Thousand Dollars Loaned to 
Students for the ministry— Less Than 
a Twelflh Repaid, 

CbiiVKL.VND, May 11.— At the meeting 
of the general conference committee on 

education on Saturday consternation 
was raised by the reading of a report to 
the eflect that funds to the amount of 
.$1)00,000 had been loaned to students 
during the past twenty-three years to 
enable them to complete their studies, 
and that oidy $50,000 of that sum had 
been repaid. The loans were for a long 
time and on easy payments. Two days 
ago Rev. diaries Payne, of New York, 
the corresponding secretary of the board, 
presented a report on these loans for the 
entire period during which they had 
been given. At the meeting of the com- 
mittee on education this matter came 
up in the form of a motion for 
a sub-corn nnttee to look up the ap- 
parently extraordinary state of aflaira. 

Gen. James T. Eusling, of New Jer- 
sey, declared that the loan system was 
evidently turning Methodist divinity 
students into paupers, that it impaired 
their usefulness, and was a bad thing iu 
all ways for tlie students. 

Rev. J. 11. ClonderininE, of Fort 
Smith, Ark., said he could scarcely be- 
lieve his senses when the figures were 
placed before him. The eflfeet of this 
system on the students could not, he 
said, be otherwise than disastrons. Men 
who would not pay their debts, he de- 
clared, were not fit to be Methodist min- 
isters. 

Chancellor Day, of Syracuse univer- 
sity, said : " If the repayments do not 
come in better tban this we had better 
abolish the plan, it is apparently pau- 
perizing tbe students and making them 
actually dishonest." 

A sub-committee of five was appoint- 
ed to examine more closely into tne mat- 
ter. 

Dr, Pavne, when informed of the re- 
ception his report met witb, said: 
"Those gentlemen are too hasty; they 
do not know all tbe facts. They should 
read all of the report, which show.s the 
small return of the loans. When tbe 
plan was first put into effect the requi ro- 
ments were lax. No notes were t.i ken, 
and the money was generally considered 
as a gift in tbe cause of Christ. No 
notes were re(i aired up to 1880. Again, 
pome of these aided students have taken 
charges where they can barely get a liv- 
ing. Others of them have died. But 
tbe main canse of the showing in the re- 
)ort is merely the fact tbat tbe great 
bulk of lliiH f()00,000 has been loaned so 
recently tbat sufiicient time has not 
elapsed for its repayment. Of the total, 
KO per cent, has been loaned since 1S81 ;

U. S. North Atlantic Squadron 
Ready to Sail at Two 
Hours' Notice. 



London, May 11. — The Globe eays that 
the inaction of the American autliorities 
in the Bei'muda afiair has caused iinicli 
irritation in Madrid. Eecent develop- 
ments of the Monroe doctrine find little 
favor abroiid. AlthoutJth the pretentious 
arrogancy of Washington lately betrays 
indications of spoiling for a light, the 
Globe believea the true explanation of 
the meddling policy Ih a determination 
to render American commerce paramount 
througliout the western hemisphere.- 

The St. James Gazette remarks: 
" Ther(; are conditions both in the 
United iStatea and Spain whioh militate 
against u peaceful settlement. Senor 
Canovas del Ciistillo will have to con- 
sider the etl'ect which a surrenilcr to 
the United SIiUch might have upon tlie 
stability of the nujiiarchy. Me may 
have to I'liDot^e between a rupture witli 
the Uiiited States and revolutions at 
home." 

Madhu), Jliiy 11. — The Spanish Pre- 
mier, Senor Ciiriovas del Castillo and t.lio 
United Stat(!S minister to Spain, Mr. 
Hann is Taylor, bad an important con- 
ference to-day. The result is unknown, 
but it is reported that Captain-General 
Weyler liad cabled the Spanish trovern- 
ment that it was impossible for him to 
proceed with th<3 war as he should do, as 
the Spanish autherities at every move- 
ment are hampered by the irritating 
meddling of America in Cuban all'airs. 

The Iniparcial, referring editorially to 
the strained rtdations between the Uni- 
ted States and Spain, says : The United 
States intends to wear out the patience 
of Spain or themselves and declare war. 
It is preferable to hasten events, as the 
inferiority of Spain will increase with 
time. 

Captain-General Weyler has not re- 
plied to the command to remit to the su- 
preme court the cases of the men sen- 
tenced to death for taking part in the 
Competitor expedition. 

New York, May 11. — Admiral Bunce's 
North Atlantic squadron, lying at 
anchor off the lighthouse station at 
Tompkinaville, S. I., is being kept in 
readiness to get up anchor and steam 
out of the harbor at two hours' notice. 
Fires are kept banked on all the cruis- 
ers, and sieam can be raised within an 
hour. Never before have the ships of a 
fleet been kept up to such a high stantl- 
ard of elVicieicy. This statement is 
vouched fr-r by tlie otlicers of the tlag- 
shio New Vork, who, however, are still 
ke[)t in ignorance of the meaning of 
it all. 

.■i.dudi'al Bunco has been keeping close 
watch on the drills on the different 
ships, noting the elliciency of the offi- 
cers and men. He has encouraged the 
commanding ofhcers, but has given his 
confidence to none, so far as his plans or 
those of the secretary of the navy 
or President Cleveland are con- 
cerned. The drills have gone un 
day after day at sea, and in port 
ordinary routine drills with the rifle and 
cullas (luring the morning watches and 
with the big guns of the main battery 
during the remainder of the day. Many 
a time during the night watches tiie offi- 
cers and men of the ships have Ijeen 
aroused to tight an imaginary battle. 

i\Iore ci])lier messages from Washing- 
ton City have arrived for the ailniiral, 
but their iiurport has not been disclosed. 
The otlier otlicers of the fleet eagerly 
scan the Washington City dispatches in 
the newspapers to learn if there is any 
news of the ramored movement toward 
Cuban waters. 

Two more of the cruisers of the North 
Atlantic squadron arrived in port yes- 
terday, making four ships now at anchor 
oil the liglilhonse station at Tom pk iiiH- 
ville. They were the Cincinnati and 
Montgomerv, and they came from 
Isewlun, Conn., where they have 
been taking part in a local cen- 
tennial celebration. The four cruis- 
ers, with the battlesliii) Indiana, the 
cruiser New York, the ram J<atahdin 
and the double-turreted monitor Terror, 
now at the 'Brooklyn navy yard, make 
eight ships now in port. It was said on 
the flagship New York that the ICatah- 
din will join the Hijuadron in the lower 
bay on the 15th, the Indiana and New- 
ark on or about the 22nd, and the Terror 
about the aSth. The battleship JIaine, 
now at Hampton Roads, is expected liere 
within ten days. The Columbia is un- 
dergoing repairs at the Norfolk navy 
yard, and \\ \\\ coriie In this port with the 
Maine. Tlii' liatilcship Massach iisetlH, 
now littini; out at Cr;:m p's slii pyard, will 
join the fleet as soon as the data of her 
'official trij) can he worked up and the 
government is sure tliat she has fulfilled 
her contract re(iuirements. The hattle- 
shij) Texas and the monitor Miantono- 
mah have yet to be commissioned. The 
former is at Norfolk and the latter at 
League island, 

Havana, May 11. — It has been defin- 
itely announced that the five men cap- 
tured on board the Comjietitor were 
tried on Friday last by Admiral Navar- 
ro, and that tiie naval tribunal aiijiroved 
and signed the sentences of death im- 
posed upon the (ilibusterers, .Alfred La- 
oorde. Dr. Klias liedia, AVm. (.lihh^n, 
John Melton and Theodore Mata. The 
government, however, in view of Ingb 
state considerations, referred the case 
for final decision to the supremo tribu- 
nal of war and marine. 

WAsniNGTON, May 11. — In the Com- 
petitor case it can be authoritatively 
stated that at the request of the United 
States the Spanish government will 
postpone tJio execution of the ileatli sen- 
tence upon American citizens until the 
views of the United States respecting 
the application of their cases to the 
treaty of ITSlo and the protocol of J877 
can bo i>rosenteil and considered. The 
announ<H!mcnt of the postponement of 
the execut ion means a delay of some 
weeks and that the matter will be taken 
up by the United States and Spain ati' 1 
will be made the subjeut of the exchange 
of correspondenco on the interpretation 
to be given the treaty provisions between 
the two nations. Meanwhile the ellect 
will be to allay j)opular excitement both 
here and in Spain.

He put a question ac- 
cordinfrly, and the answer he received 
was that the Federal power could not 
lef,'ally intorfei-e with the ))rovincial 
linancos.

fboniy (jnestioii, and in uwaitiii;,' the ac- 
sion of Mr. Laurier to power, our co- 
reli;^ionists could only t;ain tlierehy."

This, after all, is nothing more than 
ri<!lit. Jtistlie first duty of those, no 
matter how fireat tin; j^rievancea may 
be, who undertake to reliel a<,'ainst con- 
stituted authority, to succeed. NothiuK 
can be more cruel and more criminal 
than to persuade people to take up arms 
against a government de facto, no matter 
how bad it may be, unless measures are 
taken to make success, as far as human 
foresight can judge, a certainty. Fail- 
ure ia sure to be followed by suffering 
and inisery, not only to those who lake 
an active pari in i,lie rebellion but to 
thouaands who have had no share in it 
imd who have really incurred no respon- 
sibility. The severity •With which the 
leaders of an insurrection that fails 
are' treated acts as a deterrent— a 
salutary check to those unquiet 
and impatient spirits who are ready as 
soon as they believe a government to be 
harsh or oppressive to counsel rebellion. 
Such men incur atorrible responsibility. 
The more gifted they are and the greater 
the influence they wield the heavier ia 
their- i e-ponsibility. To have a good 
ciuirJc, then, is not enough for men who 
jn-opose to rise ai^ainst constituted auth- 
ority. Tiiey must see their way clearly 
to succeas, for no one can be justified in 
cauaing men to risk their lives and pro- 
perty and plunging thousands, it may 
be, into distress and sufferiiifi; of the 
keenest kind unless there is a good 
prosjiect of their olitainiiiK what they 
])roi)Ose to riL;ht fur. llasteaiid blunder- 
ing and want of iireparation and fore- 
sight in such enterprises are really 
crimes, and the welfare of communities 
requires those who are guilty of them 
should be severely punished.

The Liberal iiews[)iipcrs profess to bo 
delighted with Sir Oliver .Mowat's very 
prudent but rather ostentatious oll'er of 
assistance to Mr. Laurier in the present 
election campaign. From all that we 
can learn the Ontario Premier offers in 
that letter to do nothing more than ho 
liaa done in other elections as a matter 
of conrpe, without making any fuss about 
it. I'^veryoiie knows that ho has always 
been an ardent Liberal and that he baa 
never lost an opportunity of either di- 
rt ctly or indirectly helping the Liberal 
cause, as well in federal as in provincial 
contests. There are, we see, even 
among the friends of the Manitoba ma- 
joritv, two opinions as to the expediency 
of ids declaring his intention to do 
what he can to help Mr. Laurier 
in the present contest. The Toronto 
Telegram, an independent paper, and 
decitledly opposed to tlie Government's 
policy on the Manitoba school ijuestion, 
says : 

Sir Oliver Mowat's deeisioii to enter 
Federal iiolilics appitars to be a mistake 
from his own staiul|ioin(, because it must 
tend to decrease llie chances of that Lib- 
eral triumph, which alone could vindi- 
cate the wisdom of Sir Oliver's liariiig 
deed.

wavering will "be hehl in line for the 
Conservatives by spirited references to 
Sir Oliver Mowat's truckling policy. As 
against this, the Liberals expect that 
gratitude will prevent the Roman Cath- 
olics from deserting Laurier and Mowat 
for the standdrd oixupper and remedial 
legislation. Tne number of Roman 
Catholics who could bo brought back by 
Mowat, the Presbyterian, to the aide of 
Laurier, the Hoiiian Catholic, is not 
worth mentioning.

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Sealing at Home and Abroad— Poor 
Catches Obtained on the 
Japan Coast. 



The "Tacoma" Arrives After an 
Uneventful Voyagre-*The " An- 
nie C. Moore" Returns. 



• News received through tlie arrival of 
the ateamship Tacoma goes to show that 
the Victoria Bchooners hunting foj seals 

along the coast of Japan are meeting 
with almost unprecedented poor luck, 
the entire cutch heard of heing even 
leas than would recompense one vessel 
alone. A letter which E. B. Marvin it 
Co. received from Captain J. G. Cox at 
Yokohama, gives the catches of several 
of the fleet as follows: April 15 — 
Pioneer, 180; Viva, 18li; and Katherine, 
10. April l.'i— Boreiilife, 115; April 9— 
The Alton (of San Francisco), 190 j and 
Aprils— Mary Taylor, 24. The letter 
further mentions that two of the Mas- 
cot's canoes, which had got lost from 
their schooner, Inul arrived at Yoko- 
hama and would tliere await the arrival 
of the vessel. (.)tl]er news received from 
Yokohama reports iR'veral bnats' crews 
at Yokohama, and the catches ot tlu^ 
Golden Fleece (San Francisco) and 
Cariotta G. Cox at 300 and 50 respec- 
tively. 

THE " ANNIE C. MOORE " HOME. 

Present indications point to nuicli 
better success amon>^ the sealers yet to 
return from the Coast expedition than 
those already home. The Annie C. 
Moore, the last scluioner to arrive so far, 
has a catch of skins, while on the 
30th ult. the Peneloi)e had -100, with 
every prospect of securing; -10 or 50 
more on the dav she was spoken. The 
Minnie had 460 when last heard from, 
and the Favorite's catch exceeded 800. 
Although the Moore started hunting 
with eight canoes she only carried six 
during the greater part of the season, 
this being explained by the desertion of 
two, which put off from the schooner one 
line day wlien 10 miles from shore. The 
Indians were opposite their tribe's 
village at the time and the thoufibts of 
home caused them to forsake their 
schooner, taking with them something 
like ten skins. 

THE TACOJU IK AKD OONE. 

After spending exactly 24 hours in 
port the Northern Pacific steamship Ta- 
coma, which arrived from China an<l 
Japan early Sunday morning, proceeded 
to the Sound at 2 o'clock yesterday 
morning, having landed here about 800 
tons of freight. Out of 250 Asiatic jiaa- 
sengers she had aboard, 52 Chinese and 
75 Japanese ilisonibarked at Victoria. 
Mrs. Clarence Cox was the only saloon 
passenger aboard whose destination was 
Victoria, the others in the cabin heing 
Mrs. Hall, Mrs. Virmarge, Mr. Clark, 
Mrs. Anderson and Master Walter lic- 
hees. The Taconia's trip was unevent- 
ful, two sealers off the entrance of the 
Straits being the only vessels sighted en 
route. Purser Campbell was unable to 
leave here on the ship, as shortly after 
'ler arrival he was conveyed to the Jubi- 
lee hospital, sufTering from a very seri- 
ous attack of lung trouble. 

.M.VIUNE NOTES. 

The stearashio Empress of China 
sailed for the Orient last evening, call- 
ing oflF the outer wharf while en route 
from Vancouver at about eight o'clock. 
Among the passengers who embarked 
on her from Victoria was Mr. R. J. Ker, 
who goes to Japan to look after the seal- 
ing interests of li. P. Rithet & Co. 

The steamer Maude sailed on her 
usual coast voyage last evening. She 
carried among her {)asse^igers Rev. Mr. 
Slnirtbouse. 

The United States steamer Patterson 
will come oil' the di y dock at (.Quarter- 
master harbor within two weeks, after 
being entirely reiiuilt, at a cost of be- 
tween $30,000 and $40,000.

He had shot himself by jtlacing the 
rifle across a table, the barrel pointing 
to his breast, and then touching the 
trigger with the ramrod the bullet [)aBsed 
through his heart.

THE ELEOTOBAL BILL. 

To THE EoiTon: — The Times asks me 
a civil question to which I give a civil 
reply :

5. Parliament was to some extent de- 
moralized last session, and its mind 
given almost entirely to one subject — 
rendering the consideration of other 
biiainess impossible. 

0. Whether the bill in question was 
brought in early or late, it was not from 
any sinister motives, but owing to the 
reason now stated. 

1 will now aak the Times a (piestion : 
" If the bill came in the last days of thu 
session, ami gave [lower to create an un 
limited number of polli.ig districts, what 
advantage would that give the Conserva- 
tive over the Liberal party? " 

The Times called this bill a " plot or 
conspiracy," let it show the unequal 
beariijg of the jilot. 

The onlv important ])oint in this ([ues- 
tionis: AVo\ild the |)roposed bill liave 
given an unfair advantage to the Con- 
servatives? If this can he shown the 
Times is justified ; but as it cannot be 
shown, such righteous indignation is un- 
called for. 

I in mj' first communication on the 
subject made no apology or defence — 
none was necessary, llad fiui!h been 
necessary, to whom should the apology 
be made? Not to the eh.'ctora surely 
for trying to give them better facilities 
for casting their votes — and certainly 
not to tbe Times. There is nothing to 
reconcile between Mr. iMcI'hiUip's ex- 
planation an<l mine. An error was made 
in tbe lull as first i)rinted. He attached 
more iinporlance to the sub-division of 
Xo.p l,aiid I to 10. Xo. There is nothing in 
this matter to conceal or to heashameclof. 
No plot can be manufactured out of it 
by subtle reasoning. Myopinion is that 
there should be two ne.v polling places 
in each of districts 10 and 11, which 
coincides verv nearly with that of my 
honorable colleague.

IN Tl. FDLL COURT. 



A NumT)ep of Judgfineuts Delivered 
on Iinpoi'taat Appeal Cases 
Yesterday. 



Ineome Tax Can Only Be Iievied on 
Balance of Gain Over 
Loss. 



The fall court, coiisiatins^ of Chief 
Justice Davie, Justices McCreight and 
Walkem, delivered judgment yesterday 
in the appeals of Ward v, Olark, Clark jr., 
and Jlenigar and Clark vs. Ward and 
Pemberton. The Chief Justice in his 
written judgment, in which Justices 
McCreight and Walkem concurred, set 
out: 

These were two actions, the first of 
which was to set aside aa frauduiont 
judgments obtained by Olark jr., and 
Henigar against Olark sr. (the father of 
Clark jr.), and the second based upon 
the failure of tlio livHt to redeem the 
vosKel lOiiterprisu, wliicli liavinj^ been 
sold at she^iff'^^ sale to (Jlark jr., under 
the . ini peached judf;nienta, was niort- 
gagetl liy CMark jr., to Johnaon, who 
aasij^nud to l'eiul)erton, Pemberton traiis- 
ferriiij,' to Ward. The facts giving; rise 
to tlie liligalion show that John Clark, 
the elder, built the schooner Enterprise 
and fitted her aa a sealer. In I.Si»;i lie 
obtained advances from Ward, who 
acted as agent for the ship, but these 
advances were paid oil' the same year. 
In 1894 a debt of if S,S70. 23 became due 
to Ward & Co. in their capacity as 
agents, and this sum remained due 
in December, 1894, when Clark sr., 
wanted further advances for the 
piurpose of sending the vessel out 
sealing for the season of 1895, Ward i>c 
Co. decliiied to give further advances 
without security by way of a mortgage 
and intimated that witliout such secur- 
ity they would call in the money already 
due. it was sworn by K. Ward and 
corroborated by W . A. Ward that on 
Deceuiber 3, 1894, when discussing tur- 
tl'.er advances, Clark, sr., stated posi- 
tively that with tlie exception of some- 
thing due his wife he owed no money 
except to Ward A: Co. Ward swears 
Olark, jr., was in the room at the time 
and naaented to this. On the part of the 
GlarkB it is contended Olark, jr., was 
not in the room and was out of earshot. 
Some days after this R. Ward & Co. 
gave instructions to have a writ Issued 
which wrs accordingly done. A.t Clark's 
liouse the defendant lienigar told the 
sheriir that Clark, sr., did not live there 
any longer and they did not know where 
he was. The sheriil' not finding Clark, 
sr., on the 19th December an order was 
obtained for substituted service. In 
the meantime Clark, jr., on the 
12th and Henigar on the 13th issued 
and on the same days had no difficulty 
in finding Clark, sr., and serving him 
with writs for the recovery of .$3,458 and 
.'i!2,709, respectively, for debts claimed 
by them from Clark, sr. On December 
13 Clark, jr., drove his father to Sidney 
for the purpose, Clark, jr., said, of tak- 
ing his father to Salt Spring island to 
collect $50 to go to Seattle in order to 
raise the money to pay off Ward & Co. 
Instead of coming back to town and tak- 
ing the regular steamer, Clark, sr., went 
to Seattle from Salt Spring island, while 
the sheriff was watching for liim at the 
steamers going from Victoria. Judg- 
ment was permitted by Clark, sr., to go 
by default on the writs of Clark, jr., and 
Henigar, and writs of 11 fa being issued 
thereinider, the Knterprise was offered 
by sheriff's sale under the two writs, 
aggregating !f(J, 208.70, Clark, jr., becom- 
ing the purchaser for $6,300. No cash 
was paid, but Clark, jr.'s debt 
was accepted as part considera- 
tion, and Henigar's for the remainder, 
which Olark, jr., seems to have settled 
with Henigar by giving his promisory 
note for the amount of Henigar's 
judfuient. To pay the slierifV's fees and 
poundaijo and for other i)urpo.«es, Clark, 
jr., borrowed $1,000 ' from ]•:. M. 
Johnson on a mortgage on the 
Hcliooner. Ward & Co., who had already 
brou<.dit action to set aside Clark, jr., 
and Henigar's judgment and annul the 
sheriff's sale, upon hearing of the 
mortgage to .Fobnson, applied to John- 
son for and took assignment in the name 
of F. B. Pemberton, who after maturity 
made an absolute sale to R. Ward & Co. 
In the action by Ward & Co. to set aside 
the judgments, Henigar obtained a non- 
B'lit and judgment was given in favor of 
Olark, jr. From this judgment the first 
appeal is brought. 

Clark, jr., after judgment in bis favor, 
brought suit against Ward \ Co. to re- 
♦leem the vessel. Judgment for re- 
di'inijlion was given anil Ward it Co. 
ordijred to pay ClarU, jr., iflioli, the earn- 
ings of the vessel while under Ward's 
possession, less mortgage money, interest 
iuiil expenses. From this judgment tlie 
second appeal is hroiiglit. 

In tlie (irsl suit the Chief Justice dues 
not .agree witli .Mr. .Justice IJrala^, the 
trial judge, that it was not at all clear 
that the causa causans of the <lelay in 
the service of the writ by AVard & Co. 
against Clark, sr., was because Olark, 
er,, with the assent of his son, led R. 
Ward & Co. to believe that he had no 
other creditors than Ward & Co. It 
cannot bo doubted that if instead of being 
misled, Ward liad been told that there 
was some $(), ('00 due the son and Heni- 
gar, Ward would not have tlehiyeil in su- 
ing. The trial judge nowhere found as 
a fact ''that the alleged debts upjn 
which Clark Jr. and Henigar obtained 
judgments were bona fides due from 
Clark Sr., and in the light which has 
been thrown upon the ease in the 
full court could not, I think, have come 
to that conclusion." Dealing with the 
claim of Clark Jr. for $3,464, the balance 
after crediting certain payments on ac- 
count nf an alleged debt of $3,962. the 
Chief Justice found that there wuh hard- 
ly an item that was not shown either tn 
be fictitious or a fraudulent over- 
charge, and if not idtogether lictitionfl 
the claim was so tainted with fraud that 
noneof it could be upheld. 

As to Henigar, whilst his claim has 
not been disproved, the Chief Justice 
was not altoirether satisfied with its 
bona tides. The judgment concludes: 
"In my opinion, therefore, the judg- 
ment in' f;\vor of Clark Jr. should be re- 
versed with costs in this court and in 
the court below, and his judgment and 
all subaeijnent proceedings declared 
fraudulent and void and act aside. K. 
Ward & Oo, will also be entitled to judg- 
ment against Olark Jr. for 
$1,000, or other the amount paid 



Johnson for transfer of the mortgage. As 
regards this Cliirk, jr., stands in the 
position of a trustee who has encumber- 
ed trust properly, and must restore it in 
its unencumbered state. As to Heni- 
gar, the case of auapicion against him 
rose not so much from what was shown 
by Ward & Co.'s case, but from the evi- 
dence transpiring after the non-suit waa 
granted and which at that stage of the 
case I am not jjiepared to say was 
wrong; in fact.tliere was nothing .igainst 
him at that point. I think there should 
be a new trial as regards him ; but, pro- 
ceeding ujioa the pr-incii)le that governs 
in giving a new trial on account of new- 
ly discovered evidence, I think Henigar 
is entitled to his costs in the former 
trial, and that the new trial shonkl be 
only on condition of those costs being 
|)aid. Kegarding the second suit, further 
directions should, 1 think, be reserved 
until the terininatioii of the Henigar trial. 
The court will be in a better [/osition to 
linally decide the redemption suit after 
the termination oi the Henigar proceed- 
ings, when such order can be made as the 
case requires." Mr, L. P. DufT and Mr. 
A. P. Luxton for Ward & Co. (appel- 
lants); Mr, A. L. Belyea for John Clark, 
jr, ; Mr. F. B. Gregory for Henigar ; 
Messrs. Eberta & Taylor for John Clark, 



In McAdam v. Iloi-sefly Mining Co. an 
aj)peal by defcinlants from the jndgiiient 
of Mr. Justice WalUem, the full court 
dismissed the appeal with costs. Mr. 
Clias. Wilson, Q.C, for appellants; Mr. 
McNeill for respondents. 

fn the matter of the ass«ssiuent act 
and theai)peal of the Jlaniuisile I'.iddle 
Ciipe from the judgment of the provin- 

iai court of revision, the full court con- 
sisting of the Chief Justice, Justices Mc- 
Creigtit and Drake allowed the appeal. 
The point was whether an owner of real 
estate situate in a municipality is liable 
to income tiix in respect of such real es- 
tate, when bis annual returns therefrom 
lie reduced hy necessary disbnrsenients 
such as taxes, insurance, etc., to below 
^1,.")00, xVppollant, who resides, in Kng- 
land, owns real estate in Vancouver 
which returns a gross rental of ii!3,400. 
His necessary outgoings for this projjerty 
left him a net i)rolitof about $1,100. The 
court of revision field that he iiuist 
pay on the gross return, and 
trom this decision he appealed. 
The full court held that the assessment 
act does not tax incomes when under 
.11,500, and that "income" means the 
balance of gain over loss, and where 
there is no such balance oi gain there is 
no income capable of being assessed. 
In his judgment the Chief Justice said : 

The law aims to tax a man according 
to his means, not to tax him when be 
has no means at all or when his means 
lo not exceed $1,500. The appeal must 
he allowed with costs if the law permits 
us to give costs, which question can 
again be spoken to." Mr, E. P. Davis 
for the appellant, Messrs. Hunter 
Duff for the crown. 

In Edison Electric Oo. v. West- 
minster & V^ancouvoT Tramway Co., the 
appeal was dismissed with costs. 

Leave to appeal to the Privy Council 
was granted in Coy v. Atkins. 

In the matter of the Winding Up 
net and the Thunder Hill Mining 
Co., the appeal of John S. Bovvker and 
his wife to ue allowed to prove for the 
full amount of claim as creditors of the 
company was allowed without costs. 
Mr. H. Dallas Ilelmcken, (J.C., for 
Bowkcra, appellants; Hon, A.N. Rich- 
ards, (.i.e., Mr. E, V. Bodwell and Mr. 

Dubois Mason for liquidator and 
other interested parties. 

In Hullon v. Teniplemaii argument 
was heard in the full court yesterday on 
the appeal of the plaintilf from .so much 
of the order of iMr, Justice V/alkeiii of 
May 5 as entitled defendant to jiroeeed 
with the examination viva voce of plain- 
tiff before delivery of particulars of de- 
fendant's plea of general juatilication.

Tlic letter poiiiluil oui. tlint, liw 
gruatupl. lUH'd of tlui Xi n l li wrst was wo- 
men, not only for donicKlii; lielp hut to 
8ii|)ply the (liHcoiiholate hacholoiH with 
good wivOH. This roinniunii:at.ii)u liail 
bi'iMi fii'Ht Kent to the city cnuni-ii, hut 
that body thou;.'iit the .suhjei't lieyoinl 
tliiiin and referred it to the WonitMiV 
Council. The ladies tackled the letter 
and diacusaed it; but linally reiJolved 
"that owing to the diflicultics involved 
in encouraging the immigration of wo- 
men to a new country, the Council of 
Women does not see tlie way clear to 
take any steps to encourage the aume."

The ein|)loy uicul ul wuiikui in 
almost every eajiacity was tinichi-it Ujion 
and a Ftrong plea made for the lieltiu'- 
miiiitof their surroiindings aiul a greater 
sjiinpathy towards them from their em- 
plovers, based on the golden rule, the 
maxim of the Women's Council, "Do 
unto others as yfi would that they should 
do to you." 

A report o* the Friendly Help Society 
waH read by MissLawaon, which showed 
the society to be in a very satisfactory 
condition.
